Application No. 10/072,302, submitted on February 6, 2007. In particular, the Dismissal Notice, dated 
March 26, 2007, identified two deficiencies in the Petition to Revive. The first is failure to submit a 
completed PTOL-85B. A completed PTOL-85B is submitted herewith. 

The second deficiency was the statement of unintentional delay was not signed by a person who 
was in a position to know such delay was unintentional. Responding to the second deficiency, please find 
enclosed a revised Petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b) signed by Densen Cao, who is both the applicant and 
President and CEO of Cao Group, Inc., owner of Application No. 10/072,302. Please also find a 
Declaration of James R. Farmer, the undersigned attorney of record, providing a detailed explanation of 
the circumstances surrounding the delay in responding to the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fees Due. 

In addition, please find a check in the amount of $1,570. When filing the first Petition to Revive, 
dated 02/06/07, the undersigned attorney of record was not aware that Cao Group, Inc. prosecuted 
Application No. 10/072,302 under Large Entity Status.
